The various investigations have traced 
graft amd political corruption to the 
representatives of . predatory wealth 
and laid bare the unserupulous meth- 
ods by which they have debauched 
elections and preyed won a defense- 
leas public through the subservient of- 
ficials whom they have faised to place 
and power.

It must become again “a 
government of the people; by the peo-

ERMAN CONFIDENCE IN NAVY. 
England has been carrying on naval maneu- 
vers with a fleet of 300 ships in the North Sen, 
close to Germany. The later country looks with 
misgiving upon the event. ö 
The relations between the German and the Brit- 
ish Empire are very strained. In Germany, a war 
with Great Britain is regarded as something which 
cannot much longer be postponed. The expectation 
is that it will be a great naval combat, and, strange 
to say, in spite of the immense preponderance of 
the English fleet over that of Germany, the people 
of the latter country expect victory to perch on 
their banners. 
The En naval armament is greater than 
that of Fra and Germany combined. The French 
navy is numerically superior to the’ German, and 
France and England are so related that a war be- 
tween Germany and Great Britain is sure to in- 
volve France, putting the largest two navies of the 


“world against that of Germany. 


Germans regard the French navy as a thing not 
to be reckoned with at all. They discount it. The 
conflict with France is to be on land. In twenty- 
four hours after war breaks out, two great Ger- 
man armies Hill march on France, one by way of 
Metz, the other by Brussels. 

With Great Britain the confliet will be on the 
sea. The German people look upon the English 
fleet as largely a mere matter of statistics, great 
on paper, but not so in actual warfare. A large 

of the English ships they upon as 
so antiquated as to be useless. The German navy, 
they say, is nearly all of recent construction, and of 
the highest efficiency. England may outnumber 
them in ships, guns and men, but they think all 
this is more than offset by the fact that hundreds 
of the English ships are out of date. It is thought 
that Germany has as many ships as can be brought 
into action in an effective way in the “narrow seas;” 
that. one good ship is more than a match for 
twenty poor, ones,
